Armed Raid at Sham. 
Shui Po, 


The story of an armed raid on 
a rice dealer's store at 86, Pei 
Ho St, Sham Shui Po, was 
related at the Criminal Sessions

It will be remembered that in 
classical Constitutions ‘no man 
was supposed to be fit for member- 
ship of the supreme tegislative 
body until be was over a certain 
age. Sixty was generally sup- 
posed to mark the dividing line 
between sense and nonsense. 
THe naturally conservative in- 
stincts of mankind bave preserved 
this spacial claim of the aged 
down to‘our own time, and under 
oor awd Constitution no woman 


Fis supposed to have sanse enough 


for anything higher than husband 
hunting before she attains the 
ageofd0. : ‘ 

Like nearly all principles, 4his 
political conception is founded 
upon nothing but prejudice. Itis 
as absurd as saying that political 
power should be limited to per- 
sons under 20. The only limita- 
tions in fact should be tottering 
infancy .and doddering senility. 
Within those limits almost any- 
body is Rt to govern, for govern. 
ment is no longer a matter of art. 
or knowledge, or experience, but 
a matter of intuition. Anybody 
can do as well in the game as 
the next man provided he poss- 
esses average intelligence and 
honesty; for example, the in- 
telligence to see that no Govern- 
ment can work miracles and the 
honesty to admit it. 

« OLD MEN AND EXPERTS. 

I can made outa pretty strong 
indictment against both young 
men snd old; and if young mer 
put forward a claim to special 
preferment in the political world, 
they must remember that they 
thereby lose the right to urge 
their youth as an excuse for in- 
capacity or failace.

Ichang and Wuchang. 


Reports to hand from Ichang 
and Wuchang, indefinite on some 
important points, make only 
too clear the chaotic conditions 
that bave recently prevailed 
in those quarters, Véry large 
numbers of Chinese of both sexes 
and all ages have mot horrible 
deaths, and looting has been on a 
wholesale scale, a number of 
European and Japanese establish- 
ments being among the victims. 
In what reckless mood the rioters 
were is evidenced by the attack 
upon the Japanese Consulate at 
Ichang, at first contradicted, now 
confirmed. If Enropean and 
Japanese escaped without loss of 
life in the general melee, it const 
have been more by good 
fortuna than anything else, for 
the soldiery were entirely out 
of hand. Evidently  super- 
Tuchun Wang (one of the 
triumvirate recently gathered at 
Tientsin and Peking) was alive 
to the expediency of placating 
the Foreign victims, as a rapara- 
tions committee is to deal with 
their claims (there are outstand- 
ing claims, by the way, in respect 
of a previous outbreak). The 
trouble is attributed ty the non-

ALLEGED MURDER. 


Woman Brutally Killed. 


-A case in which a Chinese 
named Chan Sik-ling was charged 
with murdering 2 woman with 
whom he previously lived occupi- 
ed His Honour Mr. Justice 
Gompertz at the Criminal 
Sessions to-day. 

The Attorney General, the Hon. 
Mr. J. H Kemp, K.C., conducted 
the case for the Crown and the 
Hon. Mr. FH. E. Pollock, K.C., 
defended. : 

The Jury were: Messrs. R. B. 
Bristow (foreman), H. M. Xavier, 
C.T. Antonio, P. M. Xavier, W.K. 
Tsoi, R. Taylor and W. Yuk-lun. 

TRe Attorney General, opening 
the case, said that at 4 o'clock on 
the afternoon of the 11th May a 
man who was sitting in a shop 
ia Reclamation Street, Yaumati, 
heard 2 noise and on going 
outside saw a man striking « 
woman. The mac ran away, the 
woman chasing him into a shop 
at 448. Reclamation Street. 
Another witness would be called 
to say that the woman ran into 
the shop and collapsed. She was 
bleeding from a wound ia the 
face and died shortly after enter- 
ing. The prisoner ran towards 


‘}the back of the shop and’ the 


witness lost sight of bim and 
came to the conclusion that he 
got. away by the back Iane. 
Later in that evening—abont 7 
o’clock—a man who lived in the 
shop want to a cubicle to get 
some clothes and saw someone 
lying under the bed. He went 
away.and informed a district 
watchman, whoentered thecabicle 
and found the prisoner. He was 
wearing a pair of trousers upon 
which were blood stains. A knife 
was found sticking in the wo- 
man’s body—a curious trianguler 
knife, something like a spear: At 
the Police Station prisoner aaked 
for his clothes to be sent for. 
This waa done and in one of the 
pocketa was discovered a dagger 
similar in shape to’ the one found 
in the woman’s body. Other 
evidence would be given to show 
that prisoner and the deceased wo- 
map ‘formerly lived together as 
man and wife, They epparently 
han quarrels and she complained 
about prisoner's conduct.” They 
separated. about the gad of 
March and the womag went 
to live with  ~ another 
man. The Attorney ‘seneral 
added that the jury might bave 
Bome Jittle difficulty in saying 
whether the man actually intend: 
ed to kill the women, but if they 


came tothe conclusion that the lof 


wounds were inflicted by the 
prisoner then it was their duty to 


ne oak ; 
- Dy, Smalley, medioal ‘officer in 
charge at the Kowloon Hospital, 
Bave evidence’ of «the injuries 
tha woman had received. She 
sustained seven wounds. two 
on the near side at the 
right thigh about three in. 
chea Jong, one at the lower 
part of tho abdomen about two 
inches Jong, the fourth on the 
tight side pencstrating the liver 
and abdominal cavity, the fifth on 
the near side atthe’ right breast 
Penetrating the right lung, the 
sixth just below the mouth which 
ran directly inwards along the 
jaw for about three inches, then 
entering the month eavity and the 
geventh in the region of the right 
kidney. The abdominal cavity 
was full of blood, The wounds 
were all triangular and could 
have been caused by the dagger 
produced.
